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^Shapley  Urges  Building 
To  ‘Ethic  Of  Our  Times’ 


“We  must  build  toward  an  ethic 
for  our  times.  We  must  build  for 
;hc . now,  rather  than  the  year 
liffilO  then”,  stated  Dr.  Harlow 
Shapley  in  his  Forum  speech 
rhursday. 

THE  NOTED  astronomer  who 
addressed  a small  but  apprecia- 
;ive  Fieldhouse  crowd  hit  upon 
he  importance  of  uniting  science, 
Jhilosophy  and  religion  to  solve 
:he  immense  problems  of  the  uni- 
verse. 

In  proposing  this  coalition.  Dr. 
>hapley  explained  that  “philos* 
rphy  and  religion  — practical 
ithics,  cannot  long  ignore  re- 
dsion  of  their  dogmas  that  sci- 
ince  suggests”,  but  also  told  of 
personal  awakening  to  the 
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importance  of  religion  15  years 
ago. 

THROUGH  MANY  interesting 
conferences  with  theologians  and 
psychologistis,  he  said  that  his 
theory  of  mutual  co-operation  was 
derived. 

He  pointed  out  the  great  steps 
man  has  made  through  science 
but  also  added  that  is  becoming 
increasingly  impfortant  to  realize 
the  serious  problem  of  the  "des- 
tiny of  man.” 

“Generally  our  eyes  are  open 
wider  and  we  see  deeper  than 
we  did  before,”  he  said.  But  he 
further  stated  that  two  questions 
“what  is  the  end  product?”  and 
“why  is  the  universe?”  must  still 
be  settled.

THIS  ARTICLE  involves  restricting  a country’s  vote 
n the  General  Assembly  if  it  is  in  arrears  in  its  dues  for 
he  preceeding  two  full  years. 

The  leaving  delegates  claimed  that  financing  the  peace- 
reeping  operations  in  the  Congo  and  the  Middle  East  were 
llegal  and  not  pai’t  of  the  prescribed  U.N.  duties. 

THE  DELEGATES  returned  after  it  was  ruled  that  all 
countries  present  would  be  eligible  to  vote  because  of  the 
lature  of  the  mock  session.

We  Will  Never  Know 


Accidents  kill  thousands  of  potential  doc- 
tors, musicians,  athletes,  and  good  citizens 
every  year.  Every  year,  this  same  statement 
is  made,  and  every  year  we  continue  killing 
thousands  of  people. 

Quoting  from  the  speech  given  Thurs- 
day by  President  Wilkinson,  “Last  year 
47,600  persons  lost  their  loves  in  the  United 
States  as  a result  of  automobile  accidents; 
over  1 and  3/4  million  persons  were  injured. 

American  youth  today  are  so  used  to  see- 
ing big  numbers  that  they  have  lost  their 
value  as  impression  makers.  Thousands,  mil- 
lions and  hundred-millions  are  used  so  com- 
monly that  we  sometimes  forget  that  even 
the  number  one  is  excessive  when  it  comes 
to  needlessly  losing  one  human  life. 

“.  . . during  the  first  semester  of  this 
year  287  of  our  students  were  involved  in 
118  automobile  accidents.  The  accidents  in- 
cluded 5 fatalities,  41  serious  injuries.’’ 

We  will  never  know  what  those  287  stu- 
dents might  have  contributed  to  the  world. 
Most  likely,  the  majority  of  the  accidents 
could  have  been  avoided;  but  they  weren’t. 
Any  potential  they  might  have  had  is  now 
destroyed.  ^ 

Most  of  the  accidents  were  caused  from 
the  following  nine  reasons:  “failure  to  yield 
right-of-way,  improper  turning,  following  too 


closely,  disregard  for  traffic  signals,  failure 
to  keep  proper  control  of  car,  failure  to  con- 
trol automobile,  faulty  brakes,  driving  too 
fast  for  conditions  and  speeding.” 

All  of  the  reasons  are  merely  the  result 
of  carelessness.  They  could  all  be  corrected 
with  a little  effort  and  thus,  the  accidents 
that  are  caused  from  them  could  be  avoided. 

Beginning  immediately,  we  are  going  to 
conduct  a continuous  crusade  against  auto 
accidents.  I am  asking  our  security  officers 
on  campus  to  be  more  strict  in  law  enforce- 
ment on  the  campus. 

In  addition,  we  will  continue  to  cooperate 
fully  with  police  off  the  campus.  If  we  can- 
not stop  this  carnage,  we  may  have  to  con- 
sider banning  automobiles  for  students,  es- 
pecially freshmen  and  sophomores,  as  is  done 
on  certain  other  campuses.”  ' 

If  we  as  students  and  responsible  citizens 
can’t  do  something  to  help  save  ourselves, 
then  it  will  have  to  rest  with  a greater  au- 
thority to  see  if  something  can’t  be  done  to 
save  the  vast  amount  of  death  on  the  high- 
ways. 

Let’s  not  have  to  have  restrictions  placed 
upon  us.  Let’s  be  responsible  enough  to  rule 
ourselves  by  being  careful  drivers  and  alert 
and  responsible  pedestrians.

MARGERET  HAS  TRAVELED 
widely  in  the  United  States  in 
her  graduate  studies  attending 
Oregon  State  University,  Cornell 
University  and  the  Merrill  Palmer 
School  in  Detroit  as  well  as  BYU. 
She  is  now  finishing  work  on  her 
doctorate  in  Child  Development. 
Her  plans  upon  completion  are 
returning  to  the  Bombay  area  to 
do  teaching  there.  She  graduated 


from  the  University  of  Bombay. 

She  says  that  the  thing  that 
hit  her  hard  when  she  first  ar- 
rived in  the  United  States  was 
the  fast  pace  at  which  everyone 
moves.  She  says  for  awhile  she 
had  trouble  keeping  up  and  was 
constantly  left  behind,  sometimes . 
in  the  dust  of  the  really  speedy 
students,  but  now  reports  she  has 
got  used  to  the  American  “rapid- 
race  pace”  and  fears  she  will  have 
to  make  another  adjustment 
again  when  she  returns  to  India. 

MARGERET  HAS  appreciated 
her  associations  with  people  she 
has  known  while  in  America,  and 
feels  tliat  the  field  of  internation- 
al relations  is  very  important 
especially  - on  a campus  such  as- 
BYU.

A RED  VICTORY  in  South 
Viet  Nam,  he  said,  would  great- 
ly increase  Peking’s  prestige, 
would  be  claimed  as  proof  of  the 
success  of  its  hard-line  policy 
and  would  strengthen  Red 
China’s  hand  in  its  leadership 
battle  with  Russia. 

Leaving  the  Committee  room, 
Mcnamara  told  newsmen  that 
greater  efforts  will  be  required 
of  South  Viet  Nam  in  the  com- 
ing year,  including  a boost  in 
its  military  force.  This  may  re- 
quire a small  increase  in  the 
number  of  Americans  sent  there 
to  help  with  training,  as  well  as 
more  combat  equipment,  he  said. 

Looking  into  the  future,  Mc- 
namara saw  a most  disturbing 
prospect  in  Peking's  determina- 
tion to  produce  modern  nuclear 
armaments. 

ALTHOUGH  IT  may  be  a slow 
road  for  the  Red  Chinese,  Mc- 
namara said,  “There  is  no  rea- 
son to  suppose  that  the  Chinese 
cannot  in  time  produce  medium- 
range  and  even  long-range  ballis- 
tic missile  systems  and  arm 
them  with  thermonuclear  war- 
heads.

huge  glacial  avalanche  buried  an 
estimated  40  men  Thursday  as 
it  crashed  down  on  the  isolated 
Granduc  Copper  Mining  Camp 
near  the  Alaksa-Canada  border. 
Eighty  to  90  others  escaped, 

THE  SLIDE  HIT  at  11:16  a.m. 
at  the  mine  30  miles  North  of 
here  where  a $55  million  project 
is  underway  to  take  low  grade 
copper  ore  from  under  the  Le 
Due  Glacier. 

Radio  operator  Innis  Kelly 
sent  a distres^  call  from  a sta- 
tion at  the  mine  airstrip.  Before 
he  could  finish  the  transmitter 
went  dead,  perhaps  toppled  by 
the  slide. 

Canadian  Mounted  Police  Sgt. 
Jack  Duggan  said  “The  slide 
wiped  out  portal  camp  and  bur- 
ied 40  men.  It  is  not  known 
whether  any  of  the  survivors 
were  injured.” 

DUGGAN  SAID  AN  11-mile 
tunnel  the  Granduc  Company 
was  building  from  the  mill  site 
to  the  ore  reserves  was  sealed” 
and  it  is  believed  there  are  men 
inside.”  He  said  this  did  not  in- 
clude the  40  reported  buried. 

Another  report  from  Alaska 
State  Police  in  Juneau,  after 
contact  with  a foreman  from  the 
mine,  said  the  40  men  were  in 
the  tunnel  when  the  avalanche 
struck. 

The  foreman  said  those  who 
escaped  were  digging  with  shov- 
els trying  to  reach  the  others. 


Engineers  Await  Results  . . . 


300  Negro  Pupils  Riot 


NEW  YORK  (AP)— More  than 
300  Negro  school  pupils,  mental- 
ly retarded  youngsters  among 
them,  rampaged  through  Brook- 
Ijm  streets  for  a second  day 
Thursday,  but  police  on  horse- 
back averted  renewal  of  full- 
scale  rioting. 

AS  THE  VIOLENT  demonstra- 
tion raged,  Board  of  Education 
President  James  B.  Donovan  de- 
nounced what  he  called  “Irre- 
sponsible leaders”  of  a partial 
school  boycott.  He  said  the  chil- 
dren were  being  “used  shame- 
lessly as  pawns.” 

The  youths — subteens  or  early 
teen-agers — broke  through  police 
barricades  and  charged  St.  John’s 
University,  scene  of  riots  Wed- 
nesday between  100  white  stu- 
dents of  the  Roman  Catholic  in- 
stitution and  400  Negro  grade 
and  junior  high  school  pupils. 

However,  the  mounted  police 
herded  the'  demonstrators  along 
so  rapidly  that  the  momentum 
carried  them  several  blocks  past 
the  university  and  into  busy  Ful- 
ton street,  crowded  with  mid- 
day shoppers. 


PASADENA,  Calif.  (AP)— En- 
gineers worked  with  computers 
Thursday  to  determine  Ranger 
,8’s  new.  course  after  a delicate 
maneuver  designed  to  point  the 
spacecraft  toward  a direct  hit  on 
the  Moon’s  Sea  of  Tranquility. 

JET  PROPULSION  laboratory, 
is  guiding  Ranger  8 on  a mission 
to  snap  more  than  4,000  pictures 
just  before  impact  Saturday. 

At  two  a.m.  Ranger  8 went 
through  an  hour-long  maneuver, 
twisting  itself  about  on  radioed 
commands,  pointing  its  nose 
closer  to  the  target  and  firing 
a rocket  in  its  base. 

At  that  time  engineers  said 
the  spacecraft  apparently  per- 
formed properly  but  temporary 
fading  of  radio  signals  kept 
them  from  determining  whether 
it  was  in  precisely  the  right  po- 
sition when  the  rocket  fired. 

They  added,  however,  there 
was  no  reeason  to  belj^ve  the 
maneuver  had  failed — they  had 
simply  lost  an  expected  signal 
telling  them  all  went  well. 

WITHOUT  THE  maneuver 
Ranger  8 would  have  missed  the 
trailing  edge  of  the  Moon  by 
1,136  miles,  and  its  target  by  ap- 
proximately 1,600  miles.

BYU’s  varsity  cagers,  who  must 
believe  there  is  room  at  the  top, 
gained  another  honor  this  week 
when  it  was  learned  they  had 
scholastically  topped  ten  other 
Cougar  athletic  teams  during  fall 
semester. 

THE  LATEST  academic  accol- 
ade for  Stan  Watts’  boys  was  the 
result  of  tabulation  of  semester 
grades  at  BYU. 

According  to  figures  compiled 
at  the  end  of  fall  semester,  mem- 
bers of  the  varsity  basketball 
team  had  an  average  of  2.80,  plus 
an  overall  cumulative  2.71  grade- 
point  average. 

JUST  A FRACTION  of  a point 
behind  the  varsity  cagers  came 
the  freshman  basketball  team. 
Of  the  other  teams,  the  freshman 
baseball  squad,  the  golf  team  and 
the  varsity  baseball  squad  finish- 
ed in  that  order. 

According  to  Alma  King,  mem- 
ber of  the  Dean  of  Students  staff, 
the  basketball  squad  not  only  had 
a higher  grade-point  average  than 
the  studentbody,  but  also  carried 
a heavier  class  load  than  the  aver- 
age student  at  BYU. 


At  the  risk  of  sounding  casual 
about  a very  intense  athletic 
event,  a basketball  fan  might  ask 
of  BYU  and  Utah,  “What’s  the 
difference  between  these  two 
teams?” 

NOT  MUCH  IF  you  are  using 
a statistical  yardstick  with  which 
to  measure  the  two  Beehive  riv- 
als. 

Record-wise,  for  example,  they 
are  not  very  far  apart.  The  Cou- 
gars currently  have  a 16-5  win- 
loss  mark,  and  the  Utes  are  15-6 
for  the  .same  number  of  games. 

ALTHOUGH  THE  COUGARS 
have  been  receiving  the  rave  not- 
ices for  their  free-wheeling  of- 
fense, the  Utes  are  only  five 
points  below  BYU’s  scoring  aver- 
age. Both  rank  among  the  top  ten 
in  the  nation  in  offense. 

Defensively,  about  half  a point 
separates  the  two  teams.  BYU 
has  been  yielding  an  average  of 
81.5  points  per  game  compared 
to  Utah’s  80.9  defensive  give. 

THE  SATURDAY  TILT  is  the 
first  of  five  home  games.  If  the 
Utes  are  to  maintain  even  a 
mathematical  chance  in  the«.con- 
ference  race  they  will  have  to 
knock  off  the  Cougars  this  time 
around  and  this  looks  to  be  no 
small  task  since  these  same  Cats 
handed  the  Utes  their  worst  beat- 
ing of  the  year  in  January,  The 
score  was  98-67. 

The  Cougars  rate  the  edge  due 
to  the  strength  of  that  early  win, 
but  the  Running  Redskins  have 


given  this  one  a lot  of  thought 
and  there  will  be  a revenge  ele- 
ment going  this  Saturday. 

UTAH  COACH  Jack  Gardner 
used  a slow-  down  tactic  »and 
platooned  against  the  Y in  the 
first  ball  game,  but  it’s  anybody’s 
guess  as  to  how  he’ll  play  it  this 
time.  But  one  thing  is  certain, 
it’s  going  to  be  a typical  Utah- 
BYU  battle.  Past  records  mean 
nothing  in  this  one. 

BYU  students  are  being  given 
the  opportunity  to  see  the  game 
via  closed-circuit  television  in  the 
Smith  Fioldhouse.  A “see- 
through”  screen  has  been  install- 
ed in  the  fieldhouse  to  perniit 
viewing  from  both  sides.  Tickets 
are  available  at  the  Main  Desk  in 
the  Y Center. 

A HUGE  RALLY  has  been 
planned  to  see  the  team  off  as 
they  leave  the  fieldhouse  for  Sait 
Lake.  It  will  follow  immediately 
after  the  wrestling  match  and  is 
scheduled  to  begin  between  4:30 
and  5 p.m.  Saturday  afternoon. 
The  team  will  leave  at  5 p.m. 

In  the  preliminary  game  at 
5:50  p.m.  the  undefeated  Utah 
frosh,  sporting  a 9-0  mark  for  the 
current  campaign,  will  host  the 
BYU  Kittens  in  the  two  club’s 
second  meeting. 

COACH  GARY  EARNEST’S 


Kittens  now  have  a 7-2  record  for 
the  season.  They  are  averaging 
90.6  points  per  game,  while  limit- 
ing opponents  to  72.1. 

One  of  the  BYU  yearlings’  two 
losses  came  earlier  this  year  at 
the  hands  of  the  Ute  frosh  76-65 
in  Provo.
